Attention of Scientific 
World 


The annual report of Mt. Wilson Ob¬ 
servatory, Pasadena, Cal., is always an 
interesting publication, writes Edward 
Skinner King in the Christian Science 
Monitor. The summary of the work 
of the last year is, more than ever, a 
record of exceptional progress, and 
testifies to the remarkable vigor and 
productive energy of the whole staff of 
workers. 

So many lines of astronomical and 
astrophysical research are in operation 
with noteworthy results, that a mere 
enumeration constitutes an extensive 
catalogue. Moreover, it is difficult to 
single out those investigations most 
important in advancing our knowledge 
of the celestial universe. Various 
achievements of the Mt. Wilson Ob¬ 
servatory have been noted in this col¬ 
umn from time to time.

graphed, and a comparison of the rel¬ 
ative intensities in different parts of 
the band told the story. At the time 
of that writing, they had been able to 
apply the method only to yellow or 
reddish stars. Now, Adams and Joy 
have found a way of doing the same 
with white stars. Spectra of 544 white 
stars, already photographed with the 
60-inch and the 100-inch telescopes, 
thus become immediately available to 
swell the number of stars of known 
distance. ' 

The densities, effective temperatures 
surface brightness, and volumes both 
I of giant and dwarf stars have been 
: studied by Mr. Seares. He finds that 
| certain “dwarf” stars are much hot¬ 
ter than “giants” of the same type, 
and 500,000 times as dense. The sur¬ 
face brightness varies from one-hun- 
• dredth to 10 times that of our sun. 
These figures support several impor¬ 
tant theories related to such stars. 
Studies by Stromberg of the space- 
velocities of 332 stars have led to es¬ 
tablishing the identity of the star 
streams in wfyite stars with the groups 
in Taurus and Ursa Major. It is also 
found that among the yellow and red 
I stars the “giants” and the “dwarfs” 
form distinct groups as to their mo¬ 
tions. Mr. Hubble’s investigations of 
stars involved in luminous nebulosity 
show that the extent of nebulosity is 
proportioned to the light of the star, 
and that the light radiated by the neb¬ 
ulosity is equal to that received from 
! the star. It is thought that the light 
is not returned by reflection, but by 
absorption and a re-emission in some 
mysterious way which may lead to re¬ 
sults of great importance. 

Professor Russell’s investigations of 
dark nebulae, the measures of Mr. Van 
Maanen of the rotational motions of 
spiral nebulae, confirmatory of his 
previous results, the interferometer 
measures of star diameters, soon to be 
advanced by the contraction of a new 
and specially designed instrument, all 
these are features of the year’s prog¬ 
ress. The total radiation of stars has j 
been measured by special thermo-cou¬ 
ples used with the microphotometer. 
Dr. Abbot has made the first success¬ 
ful bolometrie observation of the dis¬ 
tribution of the energy in stellar spec¬ 
tra. It will be possible with his sensi- | 
tive instrument to extend such meas¬ 
ures to stars of the third and fourth 
magnitude. 

The experiments made by Professor 
Michelson on the velocity of light over 
a distance of 20 miles, and also in re¬ 
lation to the theory of relativity can 
be only alluded to here. Nor can we 
do more than mention Professor Mil- 
let’s investigations, which indicate
